never haye ftood , without {ſuch a Sama- 
rican worſhip & Epyprian calf; andlike 
earthlie deviſes to counterfeitaReligion, 
al men inclyned to ſome, And loog have 
I heard this pretended worſhip inveyed 
2gainftby many ( ſometimes zealous)for 
the errours and confuſed order thereof - 
Yet could I not heare anic ro (ett downe 
or teach , which was the true prayer that: 
only pleaſed God, manie contriving di- 
vers formes of wordes,as though they bad 
knowen the heart of man, counlelled the 
toreade them , day unto day, yeare unto 
yeare , at evening, morning, dinner, ſup. 
per 8c. by portion, meaſure , avd ſtint, 
as an offering to God what ftate ſoever 
the ſoule was in; not teacbiog the dif- 
ference betweene reading upon a booke,

petſequuted remnant. 

Theſe my ficſt writings , caryed a- 
broode by ſuch as deſired crue ioftruQis,
